435 Less Pupils 
On Opening Day 


Enrollment in the Newton Pub- 
lic Schools on the opening day 
showed a net drop of 435 pupils, 
the attendance being 10,640 while 
on the opening day last year the 
attendance was 11,075. 

The enrollment at the High 
School was 2311, a decrease from 
last year’s enrollment of 144 pu- 
pils, and in the elementary Schools 
the decrease was 133. Enrollment 
at the Trade School dropped from 
209 to 135. 

Although there has been a ten- 
dency on the part of some pupils 
who have been gainfully employed 
to remain at work instead of re- 
turning to’ school it is believed 
that to a certain extent the drop 
in enrollment was because school 
opened earlier than last year and 
many families have not yet re- 
turned from their summer homes.

Niunber of Trades- 
men Shows Drop 

According to the report of the 
State Department of Labor and 
Industries, the number of contrac- 
tors having jobs In Newton last 
month rose to 19 from 15 in the 
preceding month, but the number 
of tradesmen employed dropped 
from 114 in June to 97 last month.

Newton Rotary Club met at 
Brae Bum Country Club on Mon- 
day, September 13th, with Presi- 
dent Herbert N. McGill presiding. 
Harold Gores presented our guest 
speaker, the Honorable Bjarne 
Ursin. Consul of Royal Norwegian 
Consulate of Boston, who gave a 
most interesting talk on Norway’s 
contribution to the war effort. 

He told of the great work the 
Merchant Fleet has done since the 
nvasion of Norway in carrying 
over five million tons of shipping 
on all the oceans of the world. 
The Norwegian Merchant Fleet 
became an important, steadying 
influence for Brita n during the 
twelve months she was left to 
stand off the German attack alone. 
It has been said that the Norwe- 
gian Merchant Fleet was worth 
more to England than an army of 
a million men. The income from 
the Norwegian shipping is the Gov- 
ernment's only source of revenue 
and is large enough to maintain 
the Govemment-in-exile in Lon- 
don and has enabled the Govern- 
ment to pay all interest and meet 
redempt on calls on all Norwegian 
bonds abroad. 

The Norwegian Air Force is 
participating daily in raids on Ger- 
many and German occupied coun- 
tries. A training centre was set 
up at Toronto, Canada, named 
"Little Norway” and Norwegian 
volunteers came streaming into 
this camp after risk'ng their lives 
to get out of Norway. In the raid 
on Dieppe they shot down scores of 
enemy air craft and it is said that 
the Norwegian airmen flying 
bomber planes had dropped a 
greater tonnage of bombs on Ger- 
many than were dropped on Nor- 
way by the Germans during the 
fighting there in 1940. 

He told of the rebirth of the 
Royal Norwegian Navy and the 
conversion of the fishing fleets to 
war-time ships which were used 
for convoy and patrol duty. Mr. 
Ursin gave many ways the Royal 
Norwegian Army is making their 
countribution in the war and sta- 
ted that several thousands of men 
were now in training in Scotland. 

Mr. Ursin told of the methods 
that Germany used to gain the 
foothold on Norway under the 
cheap, false cloak of friendship 
and protection, and then presented 
them terms of an armistice. But 
the King and the leading men of 
Norway recogn'zed the Hitler 
hand of trickery and turned down 
his shrewdly worded slave terms. 
That was, perhaps, the greatest 
moment in Norwegian history. The 
Norwegian people chose to fight 
and to “die on their feet rather 
than live on the r knees.” At 
this point in the war the Norwe- 
gian people determined their des- 
tiny, which is expressed in the 
words “Norway occupied, but not 
conquered.” 

The home front in Norway is 
greatly strengthened and encour- 
aged by close contact with the le- 
gal Norwegian Government which 
is established in London. 

To all appearances, the last 
three years have been the most 
tragic in Norway’s long history. 
But forces have been and are at 
work continuously under the sur- 
face. If the day of deliverance 
from these German fiends is not 
too far distant, so that the health 
and strength of the people is not 
dangerously undermined, I believe 
that from the holocaust of this 
war there shall emerge a strong- 
er and finer Norwegian nation 
than we have ever known. A 
nation to whom small things re- 
main small and b g things big — a 
nation disgusted with empty 
phrases and, which it has learned 
by heart, the iron law that you 
cannot have something for nothing, 
you cannot have peace without be- 
ng at all times ready to go to war 
for it.

At Horticulture

Last Spring when Newtonites 
were surveying their yards with 
an eye for prospective Victory 
Gardens, the members of Station 
1 looked at their small side plot, 
measuring 50 ft. by 8 ft. and shook 
their heads. Not nearly enough 
space to produce anything edible. 
But still, Captain Enegess pointed 
out, the ground could be made to 
produce a crop that would feed 
man’s soul. And that is how the 
lovely panorama of flowers and 
shrubs that have brightened up 
the comer of Center ave. and 
Washington st. all through the 
summer, came into being. 

First the small wire fence 

erected, discouraging lazy folks 
who couldn’t round the comer on 
the cement walk but had to cut 
between the flagpole and the fire- 
house thus saving at least three 
steps. Then the real work began. 
Captain Enegess, a horticulturist 
at heart, with the assistance of 
his men, studied various seed cata- 
logues, selecting this bloom and 
discarding that one. Finally they 
had a garden laid out in their 
minds if not on paper. 

All the men took turns at tum- 

g over the sod, digging out bits 
of stick and rock, putting the 
ground into condition for the 
tual planting. The seeds, that 
now a riotous mass of colorful 
blooms included, zinnias, mari- 
golds and petunias, and each seed 

as carefully watched and weeded. 

The horseshoe arrangement 
around the flagpole— a purplish 
nonflowering variety of amiritus, 
is especially effective and worth a 
look to those who haven’t seen 
this labor of love.

He said that 
less than 10 per cent of the Indian 
population had any education at 
all, and if India were to be freed 
there was no cult or caste that 
could possibly govern. He said it 
was impossible, and would be for 
many years to come, for the vari- 
ts groups to ever get together. 

He said the “Untouchables" 
represented by Gandhi were actu- 
ally a small group and yet they, 
the lowest of the caste, hoped to 
rule India. Independent rule at 
the present time could only mean 
chaos in India, he telt.

Corporal Edward Melnltsky, U. 
S. M. C., 24, son of Mrs. Frances 
Melnltsky of 55 Wetherell st., 
Newton Upper Falls, ’Massachu- 
setts, has been awarded the Navy 
Cross for “extraordinary heroism" 
while serving with the First Ma- 
rine Division at Guadalcanal. 

Corporal Melnltsky enlisted In 
March, 1941. He was decorated for | 
manning a telephone and direct- 
ing American fire, also for br'ng- 
ing in his company commander 
while under heavy machine gun 

A presidential c'tation accom- 
panying the award reads: 

“For extraordinary heroism 
while serving with the First Ma- 
rine Division, during action against 
enemy Japanese forces on Guadal- 
canal, Solomon Islands, September 
27 and October 8, 1942. 

“As leader of a wire party 
the earlier date, Corporal Melnits- 
ky, while moving forward, came 
upon an advance artillery obser- 
vat’on post with an unmanned 
telephone. On his own initiative 
and in spite of heavy fire from 
hostile mortars and machine guns, 
he immediately took charge of the 
instrument and by his alert pres- 
ence of m'nd and timely action, 
enabled our artillery to deliver the 
enemy a vigorous shelling. 

"On the latter date, accompan- 
ied by another Marine, he went 
forward to bring back his Bat- 
talion Commander who had been 
severely wounded. Although he, 
h'mself, was struck three times by 
Japanese machine gun fire along 
the way, he, nevertheless, refused 
to be moved to the rear until the 
injured officer had been safely 
evacuated from the danger area. 

“His conscientious devotion to 
duty and gallant spirit of self-sac- 
r'fice, maintained with utter ds- 
regard of personal safety, were in 
keeping with the highest traditions 
of the United States Naval Serv- 
ice.”

NEWTON’S GREATEST POST-WAR NEED 

All over America today there are organizations and in- 
dividuals devoting much time and thought in preparation 
for the post-war days that lie ahead. They propose, if pos- 
sible, to make certain that our mistakes that resulted from 
World War I. shall not be repeated. They seek to perfect 
plans whereby work shall be provided for all returning ser- 
vice men, as well as jobs for those who worked in factories 
and elsewhere turning out the things that made victory pos- 
sible. It is not going to be an easy task, but there is a na- 
tion-wide determination to prevent the unemployment con- 
ditions that the country endured a decade ago. It is the 
solemn duty of every man and woman in America to help 
in this work of planning for the post-war years to come. 
Getting down to our own case: WHAT PLANS ARE BEING 
MADE HERE IN NEWTON? 

To answer that question the first thing that we should 
consider is WHAT DOES NEWTON NEED THE MOST? 
Also can we combine that need with the effort to provide 
work for our people when the w'ar is over? There is no 
doubt whatever about our ability to accomplish both aims. 
May I submit the following plan which I believe to be en- 
tirely practical? 

First let us consider the fact that many cities and towns 
in eastern Massachusetts are already provided with suitable 
meeting places where the citizens of those communities may 
gather for any one of several purposes such as concerts, 
forums, political meetings, dramatic entertainments, fairs, 
bazaars and numerous other functions of public interest. 
Some thirty cities and towns within forty miles of Boston m-e 
thus provided with auditoriums that fully meet the require- 
ments of their respective communities. Here are two illus- 
trations: one in Waltham and the other in Lexington. 

First consider Lexington where we find the Cary Mem- 
orial Building that was presented to the town by the heirs 
of a former resident, Isaac Harris Cary. The property is 
controlled by a board of trustees appointed by the citizens of 
the town, and the treasurer is a direct descendant of the late 
Mr. Cary. The Cary Memorial stands just east of the busi- 
ness center of Lexington and faces upon Massachusetts Av- 
enue, where it is seen by all who visit the historic town. II 
was erected in 1929 at a cost of $350,000 and the seating 
capacity of the auditorium is 1,004, which is ample for a 
community having only 13,000 population. 

Turning to Waltham we find the Hovey Institute locat- 
ed on Main Street not far from the City Hall and the Com- 
mon. This auditorium was provided by the late Hamblin L. 
Hovey, a former business man of the city. He was not a 
wealthy man, but he did have foresight and a love for his 
home community. He appreciated the need for a public 
meeting place for the people of Waltham. Consequently he 
saved throughout his lifetime, and upon his death the city 
became the possessor of a sum of money which provided the 
fine edifice that bears h s me. It was built in 1933, during 
the depression, and consequently the cost 
low, being only $143,000 an additional 
furnishings. The large hall accommodates 1,112 people when 
seated, and there is provided a liberal storage room in 
which to stack the seats when the hall is needed for some 
occasion that requires an open floor space of considerable 
area. That is what Waltham, a city with a population of 
45,000, can be proud of. I am informed by one of the trus- 
tees of Hovey Institute that the building is used by the pub- 
lic on an average of forty times each year, which is better 
than once each week during the autumn, winter and spring 
months. 

NOW WHAT HAS NEWTON in the way of a suitable 
gathering place for large groups of its citizens? The answer 
is almost humiliating. True, we have the high school hall 
with a seating capacity of only 1,246, which is not much to 
boast about in a city having a population of 70,000. Fur- 
thermore, the floor of the hall slopes towards the stage, and 
the seats are built in and cannot be removed at will when an 
open floor space is required. When an auditorium of great- 
er capacity is called for, we have to turn to the State Arm- 
ory, a barn-like structure where the acoustics are bad be- 
yond description. It is agony for an audience to listen to 
speaking in the echoing hall, and as for music, it becomes a 
bedlam. Also it is an impossibility to remove the barn-like 
appearance of the armory by means of decorations. 

Right here is a fitting place to mention the annual grad- 
uation exercises of the Newton High School. They come in 
June and are held in the early evening. When the weather 
is fine it is customary to hold the exercises out of doors in 
front of the Dickinson Stadium, while 5,000 friends and rel- 
atives of the graduating class occupy every seat in the sta- 
dium. Should the evening prove stormy, then the affair is 
adjourned to the high school hall, where less than a quarter 
of the stadium audience can be accommodated. Such an 
event causes much unhappiness for graduates, parents and 
friends, because so many are deprived of attending the ex- 
ercises. This well emphasizes the absolute need for a public 
auditorium in the city of Newton; and if one were available 
it would go far towards knitting together the diversified in- 
terests of our fourteen villages within the city. 

Now for the main question. HOW CAN A SUITABLE 
AUDITORIUM BE OBTAINED FOR THE CITY OF NEW- 
TON WITHOUT TURNING TO THE TAXPAYERS FOR 
THE MONEY? 

Here is the answer. At the present time we have in our 
city not less than twelve men, each of whom can safely be 
termed a millionaire. Any one of them could easily donate 
a sum of money sufficient to pay for an auditorium that 
would meet our needs. Such a building should accommo- 
date a seated audience of not less than 3,000, and better still 
5,000. It should be so arranged that smaller audiences 
could find accommodation fly a skillfully devised arrange- 
ment of drop partitions which would lessen the size of the 
auditorium when necessary. An auditorium seating 3,000 
persons would compare favorably with the ones in Waltham 
and Lexington when the population of the several commun- 
ities is considered. 

It surely must be that some one or more of our wealthy 
citizens has lost a relative or friend through death, and what 
more fitting way could be found to perpetuate the memory 
of that person than by providing a memorial in the form 
of a public auditorium for the use of the public? Or, as an 
alternative, several wealthy persons could combine in pro- 
viding a public edifice as a memorial to the sons and daught- 
ers of Newton who are serving their country during the pres- 
ent conflict, some of whom will never return. 



Washington — According to re- 
liable underground reports the 
food situation in occupied Poland 
is little short of disastrous for the 
Poles, victims of the Nazi theory 
of the "master race." which is 
also applied to the distribution of 
rationed foodstuffs. 

The meager rations allowed 
Poles by the invaders are not suf- 
ficient for the barest subsistence.

In accordance with this princi- 
ple, the first to receive the ration- 
ed foods available in the stores 
are members of the Wehrmacht 
(German military forces): the 
German police have second prefer- 
ence: next come civilian officials 
of the German occupation and ad- 
ministrative apparatus and Ger- 
mans from the Reich. Following 
these in order of preference are 
the Volksdeutsche. 

Only after the members of the 
"master, race" are fed, comes the 
turn of the Untermenschen (sub- 
humans), as the Poles are desig- 
nated by the Nazis. First among 
these are the Polish workers em- 
ployed in German war factories; 
after them come the workers of 
all other factories: at the very 
last, whatever is left is doled o" 1 
to the Polish civilian population. 

In an attempt to kill or scare 
Reichfuehrer Hitler, somebody 
smuggled a big parcel of dyna- 
mite into the Berghof three weeks 
ago. The Gestapo discovered the 
parcel and prevented the explo- 
sion. Two explanations have been 
offered. The first alleges a real 
plot. The second suggests that 
Heinrich Himmler staged the 
“crime” to strengthen his standing 
with Hitler as did the “providen- 
tial” Munich beer-hall explosion of 
November, 1939. This returned 
him to the Fuehrer’s good graces 
after he had been under a cloud. 
After this latest “attempt” Herr 
Himmler was made Minister of 

the Interior.

Now the question is who should 
be interested as the larger por- 
tion of the transportation of the 
bus l'ne is in Wards 5 and 6 with 
the connection at Lower Falls in 
Ward 4? Even if it is in these 
two wards the whole of Newton 
should he interested as transfers 
are given to many sections of 
Newton. In wards 5 and 6 there 
are six Aldermen and this out 
of 21 aldermen in the City of 
Newton would seem quite a small 
contingent to work upon the prob- 
lem of transportation.

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A Lecture

Christian Science: The Religion 
of Reality 

, * by 

PAUL A. HARSCH, C.S.B., of Toledo, Ohio 


A lecture, to which all were wel- 
come, was delivered tonight at 
First Church of Christ, Scientist 
of Newton by Paul A. Harsch, 
C.S.B., of Toledo, Ohio who spoke 
on the subject "Christian Science: 
The Religion of Reality.” The 
lecturer was introduced by Mrs. 
Helen L. Leighton, Second Read- 
er who said— 

My Friends: — 

The Founder and Leader of the 
Christian Science movement, 
Mary Baker Eddy, has written in 
one of her Poems, which we now 
use as ■ one of our well-loved 
hymns, the following words: 

“Saw ye my Saviour? 

Heard ye the glad sound? 

Felt ye the power of the 
Word? 

’Twas the Truth that made us 
free, 

And was found by you and me 

In the life and the love of our 
Lord.” 

“Felt ye the power of the 
Word?" she has written. This 
"Word" is “the Truth,” and it 
does make us free. The reason 
we are here at a Christian Sci- 
ence lecture tonight is no doubt 
from a desire to be free from 
some form of mortal, material 
bondage; perhaps to be free from 
so small a thing as prejudice; or 
perhaps to be liberated from suf- 
fering or sorrow, or even from 
sin. 

Many of us can testify to the 
fact that Christian Science does 
heal. I myself have experienced 
and have witnessed many won- 
derful healings. I have seen the 
power of the word of God lift one 
up out of complete mental dark- 
ness and loss of memory in a 
single night. I have seen a wom- 
an raised from the very depths, 
from death itself, by the power 
of the spoken, understood word. 
The power of the word, as it is to 
be given to us here this evening 
cannot fail to bring us some meas- 
ure of healing. 

Our *lecturer is a member of 
the Board of Lectureship of The 
Mother Church, The First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, in Boston. 
The subject of his lecture is 
"Christian Science, the Religion 
of Reality.” May I present to 
you Mr. Paul A. Harsch, of Tol- 
edo, Ohio. 

The lecturer spoke substantially 
as follows: 

We have come together to con- 
sider the real as opposed to the 
unreal, the untrue, and insubstan- 
tial. What is reality? We con- 
stantly ask ourselves this ques- 
tion. It is life, indestructible and 
eternal. It is love, that never 
falters, fears, or changes. It is 
truth, which has no element of 
falsity. It is mind expressing it- 
self in boundless and unvarying 
intelligence. It is the spiritual 
fact as opposed to the material 
fable. It is spiritual understand- 
ing, the understanding that there 
is an inexhaustible and always- 
available source of good, that is, 
an ever-dependable Principle. It 
is God made manifest. 

Because we are glimpsing this 
reality in sotpe measure, our lips 
continually praise the Father of 
all in words which are an echo of 
Peter’s on the mount of transfigu- 
ration, “It is good for us to be 
here.” Or we say with the Psalm- 
ist, “O clap your hands, all ye 
people; shout unto God with the 
voice of triumph.” Then we add: 
What priceless knowledge it is to 
be assured that only good is real, 
that life alone is the fact, that 
truth can never be altered, that 
love is ever about us, caring for 
and protecting against all claims 
of evil! This is a glimpse of re- 
ality. 

The interval between the year 
1866, when the healing Christ, 
Truth, appeared to Mary Baker 
Eddy, and this present year of 
grace, 1943, constitutes a lapse 
of only a trifle over three quar- 
ters of a century. Yet during that 
extraordinarily brief period the 
thinking of the world has experi- 
enced a transformation so pro- 
found and so radical^ that few as 
yet perceive its significance and 
still fewer recognize its source. 

This altered thinking cuts deep 
into the very heart of accepted 
theory and practice along almost 
all material lines. We are con- 
vinced that this change in think- 
ing has stemmed from an im- 
proved concept of man’s respon- 
sibility to his fellow man. This 
in turn is the result of a bettered 
understanding of Deity, and a 
realization, at least in part, that 
in their true spiritual nature all 
men are sons of God, endowed 
with the dignity, rights, and 
privileges of such sonshlp. In 
other words, mortals are begin- 
ning to glimpse the underlying 
reality of all things. 

Improved Understanding of Man 

Dimly yet, us through a mist, 
but nevertheless with a growing 
.degree of clarity, mortals in 
rapidly increasing numbers are 
seeing thut man is not two be- 
ings. They are seeing that he is 
not material today and spiritual 
tomorrow, or perhaps a strange 
udmixture of both matter and 
spirit now. They are seeing with 
a clearer perception than before 
that man expresses divine quali- 
ties, and that these qualities are 
real, undying, indestructible. They 
are seeing, as a consequence, that 
this real man is clothed with the 


dignity and dominion of the son 
of a royal Father. 

There is growing in human con- 
sciousness slowly, painfully, but 
surely the conviction that the 
spiritual universe alone is real and 
that man is spiritual. It is this 
conviction which is producing the 
changing thought of humanity. It 
is not being argued here that 
mortals in the mass have followed 
this line of reasoning or accepted 
these conclusions and are acting 
in accordance with them. Our only 
claim is that many thinkers are 
uneasily conscious that their long- 
accepted concepts are no longer 
tenable. They realize that the old 
foundations are crumbling. Often- 
times they feel themselves swept 
away as by some fierce flood with 
no rescue in sight. 

But, notwithstanding this state 
of semiconfusion and uncertainty, 
the conviction of man’s indivisible 
relationship with the Father 
grows. Openings in the clouds of 
material sense occur more fre- 
quently and glimpses of the real 
are obtained more often and for 
longer periods. As this conviction 
becomes stronger it takes hold of 
the individual, as truth always 
must, and becomes a more con- 
trolling influence in his entire 
thinking, and consequently in all 
his human relationships. It is this 
vital force which we now declare 
to be operating in human con- 
sciousness more powerfully and 
visibly than ever before in human 
history. 

Truth’s Irresistible Advance 

Centuries of slow and intermit- 
tent progress have brought us at 
last to this period of global un- 
rest. Let us look back for a mom- 
ent over the three quarters of a 
century since the Discoverer and 
Founder of Christian Science 
found the priceless truth of man’s 
real being and began her teach- 
ing that Mind is all and matter 
nothing. What was the state of 
consciousness in our own United 
States in that year of 1866? What, 
at that period, seemed a vast and 
terrible war had just been con- 
cluded. African slavery in this 
country had been legally abol- 
ished. One of the most significant 
strides humanity had made in its 
progress out of darkness into re- 
ality — its recognition of the truth 
about man — had been taken. 

Coincident with this great for- 
ward step, other links in the chain 
of mortals’ enslavement were 
broken. Religious, social, and eco- 
nomic theories, and practices long 
held, and in some instances even 
more deadening and destructive 
than physical slavery, began to 
lose their hold. 

God's law of unfolding good, 
always in operation, was being 
more clearly seen and understood. 
The forward steps we are taking 
today are the inevitable result of 
the operation of this law. Not 
that evil ever results in good, but 
rather that evil pushed to its ex- 
treme limit destroys itself, and 
the reality — the good, the true, 
and the everlasting — ■ becomes 
more apparent to mortals as the 
mists of personal sense fade 

Again, truth, irresistible in its 
advance, has brought mankind to 
this new crisis. Again we are 
deep in the throes of a mighty 
contest, the great battle of mor-j 
tal mind to retain its hold on 
humanity. It is the battle of 
wrong against right, of error 
against Truth, of human hate 
against divine Love, the battle 
which can have but one ultimate 
result, namely, the complete de- 
struction of the so-called forces 
of evil. This battle will be con- 
cluded only when the reality of 
all things is brought to light and 
it is found that "man does stand 
as God’s own child, the image 
of His love” (Christian Science 
Hymnal, No. 51). 

Here it should be said that the 
words Truth and Love as just 
used when capitalized always 
stand for Deity in Christian Sci- 
ence. They are synonyms for God 
together with five others, name- 
ly, Life, Mind, Soul, Spirit, and 
Principle. It will be well to bear 
this in thought throughout as we 
proceed. 

In the Preface of her textbook, 
"Science and Health with Key toi 
the Scriptures," the author, Mary 
Baker Eddy, says (p. vii), “Con- 
tentment with the past and the 
cold conventionality of material- 
ism ure crumbling away.” It may 
require courage and understand- 
ing to march forward joyously 
when so many long-cherished be- 
liefs seem to be crumbling away. 
But at such times it is only nec- 
essary to remember that nothing 
real, good, lasting, true, substan- 
tial can crumble away or disap- , 
pear. It is only the false, the un- 
real, the unworthy, the base, and 
useless that ure thus disappear- 
ing. These latter are always 
the trouble-producing elements, 
whether we realize it at the time 
or not. We should never allow 
blinding teurs of regret to ob- 
scure bur vision and prevent us 
from seeing the good which is 
certain to result from the crum- 
bling away of the false and the 
outworn. 

A statement in the Christlun 
Science textbook is of particular 
significance here (pp. 323, 324): 
"Willingness to become as a little 
child and to leave the old for the 
new, renders thought receptive 
of the advanced ideu. Gladness to 


leave the false landmarks and 
Joy to see them disappear,— this 
disposition helps to precipitate 
the ultimate harmony." "To be- 
come as a little child" — what hu- 
mility and confidence this re- 
quires! Difficult as this step may 
seem to be at times, it is always 
possible. For there is a peculiar- 
ly indefinable something in human 
consciousness which renders such 
n step easier perhaps than at first;

It swells within the 
breast of every mortal, ever ready 
to burst forth at the slightest op- 
1 portunity. 

Responding to this inner urge 
many are constantly asking 
whether this human experience 
is the ultimate. Or is it, perhaps, 
they ask, a preliminary stage for 
something more real and impor- 
tant? Others, and these in in- 
creasing numbers, are putting the 
question in more concrete form. 
They say: May it not be true that 
my present existence is the real? 
Am I not at this very moment 
the eternal and inextinguishable 
expression of a perfect creator ? 
May it not be true that I am only 
prevented from realizing this fact 
because of my own false, errone- 
ous, or defective thinking? Am 
I not man in the fullest, truest 
sense now and may I not become 
conscious of that fact by refusing 
to entertain any longer, believe, 
or be governed by, the falsities 
to which I seem to have been in 
bondage for so long a time? 

To these stirrings of conscious- 
ness, these deep and vital queries, 
Christian Science answers posi- 
tively and emphatically, “Yes.” 
The presence in human conscious- 
ness of the truths presented by 
Christian Science on these vital 
points, explains the reason why in 
so many instances the germs of 
desire so long latent and so long 
denied an opportunity to develop 
are at last bursting out of their 
long confinement. 

It is in the sunlight of this new 
understanding, this light of divine 
Science, that we now pursue our 
investigation of God and man. 
This divine or Christian Science 
is now an acknowledged, widely 
recognized, and largely accepted 
religion. Hence u word about re- 
ligion per se muy be included 
here. Just what is religion? We 
do not nsk for a dictionary defi- 
nition of the word, but seek rather 
for a clear and simple one that 
will take us to the very heart of 
the word at once. 

Religion Defined 

Religion basically is that which 
concerns our true being. This of 
course is the very root of it all. 
Hence genuine religion must in- 
clude all thut relates to true be- 
ing, and conversely must exclude 
all thut falsely cluims or pretends 
to be a part of true being. Any- 
thing culling itself religion in or- 
der to establish its right to thut 
name must begin at a point of 
absoluteness, thut is from the 
busis of one absolute principle, 
und must then continue logicully 
to an incontestable conclusion and 
be provuble at any stage of its de- 
velopment.

Academy To Be 
Dedicated 


The U. S. Merchant Marine j 
Academy, Kings Point, N. Y„ I 
largest unit of the U. S. Merchant 
Marine Cadet Corps, was dedi- 
cated at 2:00 p. m., Thursday, Sep- 
tember 30, 1943, by Rear Admiral 
Emory S. Land, USN (Retired), 
Administrator of the War Ship- 
p'ng Administration. 

The ceremony was witnessed 
by 5000 invited guests — officials of , 
Federal, state, munlc’pal and coun- , 
ty governments, representatives 
of the War Shipping Administra- 
tion and U. S. Maritime Commis- 
sion, men identified with con-j 
struction, maintenance and opera- j 
tion of the American Merchant 
Marine, and friends and relatives! 
of the 2670 Cadet-Midshipmen, fu-j 
ture officers of the Merchant Ma- 
rine. 

Built and equipped in record- 
breaking time at a cost of $6,900,- ; 
000, the U. S. Merchant Marine! 
Academy, established in January, 
1941, as a permanent institution, 
is to the Merchant Marine as An-, 
napolis is to the Navy and West' 
Point to the Army. 

The main buildings of the Mer- 1 
chant Marine Academy are loca- 
ted on the former Walter P. Chry- j 
sler estate, one of the most fa- 
mous show places on Long Island. ' 
This estate, in which it is under- j 
stood Mr. Chrysler invested about 
$3,000,000, was purchased by the 
Maritime Commission for $100,- 
000 . 

Although the Merchant Marine 
Academy has been modelled in 
some respects after Annapolis, 
principally in the matters of disci- 
pline and customs, the glorious 
traditions of America’s Merchant 
Marine predominate in all parts 
of the life at Kings Point. Al- 
though both Annapolis and West 
Point predate the new Merchant 
Marine Academy by many years, 
the Merchant Marine predates 
both the Army and Navy and even 
the Republic itself. The Academy 
has taken a fully justified pride 
in its association with the grand 
old seamen who made infant 
America the world’s greatest 
maritime power, between the War 
of 1812 and the War between the 
States. All of the buildings at the 
Merchant Marine Academy are 
named In honor of outstanding 
Americans who have contributed 
to the history and traditions of 
the Merchant Marine. 

As of September 1, 1943, ap- 
! proximately 7700 Cadet-Midship- 
men are in training in the U .S. 
Merchant Marine Cadet Corps 
and nearly all of these will be- 
come officers during 1943 and | 
1944. 

The United States Merchant 
Marine Cadet Corps was estab- 
lished by the Maritime Commis- 
sion on March 15, 1938. Its func- 
tion is to train unmarried male 
citizens of the United States be- 
tween the ages of 17 '/a and 23 
with a high school or college edu- 
cation to become officers in our 
Merchant Marine, both in the 
deck and engine departments. In 
order that they may qualify for ap- 
pointment, Cadets must be ac- 
cepted for the Merchant Marine 
Naval Reserve and appointed as 
Midshipmen before they may re- 
ceive appointments as Cadets. 
They are then designated as Ca- 
det-Midshipmen and are given in- , 
struction in Naval Science as well 
as in all nautical subjects neces- 
sary to qualify them upon gradua- 
tion to sit for licenses as Third 
Mates or Third Assistant Engin- 1 
eers in the Merchant Marine. Up- 1 
on securing their licenses as Mer- 1 
chant Marine Officers they are ] 
eligible for appointment as En- : 
signs in the Naval Reserve. 

Prior to Pearl Harbor, the 
course of training covered a peri- 
od of three years. During the 
war, because of the need for mer- 
chant marine officers to man the 
new ships, the course has neces- 
sarily been reduced to 18 months. 
The first three months are spent 
ashore at one of the Basic Schools, 
the next six months on active 
merchant vessels, and the final 
nine months at the United States 
Merchant Marine Academy at 
Kings Point, Long Island, New 
York, for advanced training. Af- 
ter the war the course will be ex- 
tended to four years consisting of 
one year at Basic School, one year 
afloat, and two years at the Acad- 
emy.

Department of Public Safety had 
existed since 1875 and was now 1 
operating on a budget of over 
$1,600,000. John Stoakes is the 
present Commissioner of Public 
Safety, having been appointed by 
Governor Saltonstall. 

The Department of Public Safe- 
ty is divided into three sections — j 
the Division of State Police, the j 
Division of Inspection and the Di- 
vision of Fire Prevention. 

The Department of State Po- 
lice, which includes the State De- 
tectives, have the general policing 
and enforcement of safety regula- 
tions as their work. They also in- 
vestigate complaints. 

The Division of Inspection car- 
ries on a continuous campaign of 
safety inspection throughout the 
Commonwealth. All theatres are 
inspected once a month. Boston 
was formerly excluded from the 
State supervision, but is now in- 
cluded by the special act of the 
last Legislature. The Division of 
Inspection also handles inspections 
of public halls, elevators, boilers, 
and many other similar conditions. 

The Division of Fire Prevention 
makes safety inspections and han- 
dles the transportation of explos- 
ives and also investigates fires of 
suspicious origin.
